If this sum is granted and the necessary 
additions built, the Library of Congress will be the larg­ 
est structure of its kind in the world

Instructed officer, Crawford 
was mounted on the fleetest horse In 
camp, with the instructions from the 
general to “ride like h—1!” 
He evidently obeyed, for he was not 
seen again by tin* rebel soldiers.

days after he Joined his wife 
and 
babies at Fuion headquarters. 
It was 
a happy reunion, and as soon as Mrs. 
Crawford was able there was an elabor­ 
ate reception given by the officers in 
their honor, at the Burnett House, in 
Cincinnati. 
By a strange coincidence, that was 
the very day Morgan and his men were 
captured, and the prisoners were made 
to pass in review before the hotel en 
route to prison.—Detroit News.

P r e v e n t i on of H y d r op hob i a . 
Hydrop hobia is comp aratively rare in 
this country, but it is a p reventable 
disease, and should have 110 existence 
whatever. 
It is even less p revalent in 
England and Germany, where a more 
rigid sup ervision is exercised over the 
domestic animals. 
Dogs and cats are the most common­ 
ly affected. 
When ono 
realizes 
that 
every p et dog or cat is a p ossible men­ 
ace to the health of 
the household, 
both In its liability to acquire hydro­ 
p hobia and as a carrier of other forms 
of infection, it is astonishing that the 
harboring of those animals is so little 
regulated. 
But hydrop hobia is p erp et­ 
uated to a greater degree by the home­ 
less curs that infest the streets, and 
the extermination of these ought by all 
means to bo 
insisted up on. 
As 
a 
further p recaution, any dog or cat that 
becomes ill should l>e confined in com­ 
fortable quarters until It has fully re­ 
covered. 
Muzzling is, to say the least, 
an unjust p unishment of the dog. 
The mad dog is not always a savage 
animal, running 
wildly 
through 
the 
streets. 
For the first fow days, at least, 
it may ap p ear abnormally affectionate 
in its desire to lick the hands and face 
of Its m aster; but it soon becomes dull 
and sk ulk ing, or restless and constant­ 
ly moving, walk ing or running with its 
bend low, often growling or snarling, 
and bark ing without occasion. 
Some­ 
times it is “dumb” from inability to 
op en its mouth. 
It generally refuses 
food and drink , and acts as if 
there 
were an obstruction In its throa t 
No 
examination of such an animal should 
be made with the hands, for Its saliva 
is virulent 
When a p erson has been bitten the 
wound should be cleansed and cauter­ 
ized as soon as p ossible With carbolic 
acid or other p owerful antisep tic. 
It 
must not be closed or covered with a 
p laster. 
Wounds of the hands and face 
are 
p articularly 
dangerous, because 
these p arts are not p rotected by cloth­ 
ing, by which the virus may be removed 
ns the tcetfi of the animal p ass through. 
Tho animal that Inflicted the injury 
should not be k illed im m ediately; 
it 
should be coaflned and k indly cured for 
until its coiwMtk m can be fully deter­ 
mined. 
The discovery that It Is not 
rabid relieves the Injured one from the 
dangerous effects of fear, and 
often 
sp ares him many months of anxiety. 
But if examination by a comp etent 
p hysician reveals the fact that the ani­ 
mal was indeed rabid, then the p erson 
who has been bitten should by 
110 means 
rest 
content 
with 
having 
bad 
his 
wounds cauterized, 
lie should go at 
tho earliest p ossible moment to 
the 
nearest city where the Pasteur treat­ 
ment can he administered, and submit 
him soli to it. 
This treatment tak es up ward of three 
week s. 
It is 1110 only k nown safeguard 
against the ap p earance of •hydrop hobia 
in a p atient who has been bitten by a 
rabid animal, and its success dep ends 
up on tho p romp tness with which it is 
begun. 
If ap p lied before the 
symp ­ 
toms ap p ear, it is almost certain to [» re­ 
vent the develop ment of tlie disease; 
but if. on the other hand, the beginning 
of treatment is p ostp oned until after 
the p eriod of Incubation Is over, neither 
that nor anything else can savs the p a­ 
tient's life.— Youth’s Comp anion.

BILLIONS IN 10-CENT INSURANCE. 


The Vast (iroivlh of IciduMtrinl Life 
Insu rance 1.« A*toni*lii niff. 
Thirty-three years ago a New York 
insurance m an’s attention was a ttra ct­ 
ed one day by a rather derogatory ref­ 
erence in the Massachusetts insurance 
rep ort to the work of an English com­ 
p any, says a w riter in the World’s 
Work , which was insuring the lives of 
work ingmen and children on a large 
scale. 
To-day tha t man is p resident 
of 
one 
of three similar comp anies, 
which stand p ledged to p ay in the fu ­ 
ture more than $2,POO,000,000 to more 
than 10,000,000 p eop le, which are d is­ 
bursing $500,000 a week to their p olicy­ 
holders in sum s 
averaging 
p erhap s 
$100, which Lnive assets stored up of 
nearly $150,000,000, and, most notable 
of all, which 
co llect, by hand, $250,000 
a day in 10-cent p ieces! 
Such a growth within the work ing 
life of one man is amazing, even in this 
ago of industrial miracles, and an ex­ 
amination of its details heightens the 
wonder. 
Strangely enough, though one family 
out of every five In the United States 
has one or more industrial p olicies on 
some member, the average well-inform­ 
ed man k nows nothing whatever about 
the system or its work ings. 
But ask 
your 
household 
emp loyes 
and 
the 
chances are you will find that at least 
one of them is p aying 10 cents a week 
to a comp any which guarantees her 
$100 or so In ease of death—enough to 
[« ty for tho funeral exp enses. 
This was the foundation p rincip le of 
Industrial 
insurance and is still the 
dominant reason for its exstence: 
The 
avoidance of a burial at p ublic ex­ 
p ense or of leaving a burden of debt 
up on one’s family. 
Tho average cost 
of burial for a child under 2 years is 
from $12 to $25 ; the average insurance 
on children between 1 and 2 years old 
is $10.48 . 
At the age of 
10 tho aver­ 
age funeral exp ense is $50—the average 
industrial p olicy $ 50.9 4. 
From this initial idea, however, the 
business has develop ed “cash dividends” 
and “p aid-up p olicies,” until now its 
p ayments of claims alone amount to 
$25,000,<>00 a 
3ear, In sums ranging 
from $15 to $1,000.

This is no longer used 
ns much as formerly, as It has many 
drawback s. 
R is n bother to p rep are, 
grows cold, 
flabby 
and 
heavy 
very 
fjulck h', is not overelennlv*, and must 
be constantly renewed to he of any 
use. 
Dry heat can l» e ap p lied by means of 
Band hags, 
brick s, 
wafer bags, 
flnt- 
lrons, or through electricity. 
For the 
p ain of rheumatism, stiff neck , sciatica, 
and In fact most 
local 
continuous 
p a ins*, extraordinary relief can 
som e­ 
times he given by tlie use of a hot flat­ 
iron. 
The p art to be gone over must 
p > well p rotected by several thick ness­ 
es of som e 
material, such us flannel, 
and the Iron should not be allowed to 
I» ress heavily on the p art. 
If is easy 
to learn to use it in such a way ns to 
give the benefit of the bout while w ith­ 
holding the weight. 
Moist heat is obtained by means of 
hot water or steam, douches, p oultices, 
and fomentation« —that Is to say, lay­ 
ing cloths on the nir,H'ted p art satu­

In mak ing use of heat for medicinal 
p urp ose* it must not he forgotten that 
n much higher temp erature

used m dry heat than in moist. Steam 
can 1** borne ¡it a much higher degree 
than water, whll* dry air can be used 
up to a very high 
temjierature. 
The 
reason for this is that p ersp iration ls 
much more 
tree in air than In wafer, 
rind the moisture of the p ersp iration 
k elp s to reduce the ln*it.

Investigation shows tha t the 
variations of form involve relatively 
small gains, and Mr. O’Neill think s that 
if the same attention had been devoted 
to the develop ment of the screw p ro­ 
p eller that has been given to the form 
of vessseJs greater advantages would 
have been secured. 
Prof. Joel Stcbbins and Prof. F. G 
Brown have recently constructed 
a 
small selenium cell, which, when p laced 
In the focus of a twelve-inch refracting 
telescop e, causes measurable deflection« 
of the needle of a galvanometer in re­ 
sp onse to the imp act of light wave» 
from individual stars. The p lanet Mar» 
gave a deflection of nine millimeters, 
the star Aldebaran a deflection of 3.4 
millimeters, and even a fourth magni­ 
tude star, Gamma Arietis, caused a vis­ 
ible deflection. 
It is hop ed that by the 
use of a sp ecially sensitive galvano­ 
meter this method may be greatly Im­ 
p roved, and that If certain disturbing 
influences,

changes, can be eliminated, accurate 
measurements of starlight by means 
of selenium cells will become p ossible.

and in a few p aris of Rhodesia. 
They 
are now strictly p rotected, to save them 
from extinction. 
The rhinoceros is rare, excep t in tho 
Portuguese country south of tho Zam­ 
besi. The hip p op otamus is to be found 
only in Orange river, the streams of 
£ ulul;uid, ¡ind in tho Portuguese rivers.

amount to one-third of what they did 
three years ago. 
“Every large retail department store 
In Ntnv York and Chicago has its regu­ 
larly organized staff of detectives whose 
duty it is to detect dishonesty In al­ 
most every form inside the store, while 
many establishments have a force of 
detectives who wateh for thieves who 
may seek 
to r<>l> the establishment’s 
delivery w agons when out on 
their 
tours. 
Part of this force are men and 
part women. The employment of worn-

en In this capacity is absolutely neces­ 
sary, for women can do excellent work 
where men would be worse than use­ 
less. 
For Instance, if a male detective 
should be seen in the crowd at a bar­ 
gain sale or at a counter where an un­ 
usually large number of women were 
congregated, the suspicions of any wom­ 
an shoplifter in the crowd would be im­ 
mediately aroused and sin* would trans­ 
fer her activities elsewhere, where 110 
man was directly in evidence.

“When a detective notes the theft of 
any article she follows the thief from 
counter to counter and thence out of 
the store, where the offender is ar­ 
rested, not by the female detective, 
but by one of the male detectives of 
the establishment, who has been no­ 
tified hurriedly by one of the salesmen 
or saleswomen, who are uncommonly 
auiek to take In such a situation, 
knowing the Identity of the men or 
women detectives; or by some police­ 
man near the store to whom the female 
detective would appeal. 
The arrest of 
a shoplifter never Is made inside the 
itore If it can be avoided, and for two 
reasons, one being the probability of a 
scene being created, which is to be 
avoided, while the likelihood of 
the 
case against the shoplifter 
‘sticking’ 
when It comes up In court is much 
greater if he or she is found with the 
stolen goods In their possession out­ 
side of the building. 
“The best detectives are those who 
are unobtrusive in manner and appear­ 
ance, os to attract attention is the last 
thing desired In that work. 
Then they 
have strict orders not to remain at one 
•pot too long. 
They are to keep mov­ 
ing about in a careless way. 
“One of the chief deterrents to shop­ 
lifting in the New York department 
stores Is the fact that It is known by 
these criminals that vigorous and de­ 
termined Ft* ps are now taken to prose­ 
cute them when arrested, and a long 
ttay a» Sing Sing or Auburn prison Is 
a strong probability. 
Kleptomaniac*. 
“As to the moral responsibility of 
so-called 'kleptomaniacs,’ you will find 


experienced detectives who hold wide­ 
ly divergent opinions on the subject. 
Some are corn inced that many women 
steal simply because they cannot resist 
the temptation to obtain something for 
nothing. 
Certainly many women steal 
articles for which they have no use 
and w ho are so well off financially that 
there Is no need to steal. 
Others bold 
the opinion that ‘a thief is a thief/ 
whether sho be a woman in 110 actual 
need or one who steals as a means of 
living without working. 
Certain It is 
that manj an alleged kleptomaniac has 
b<*on cheeked in the course which soon 
would make a chronic thief of her by 
reason of the fact that she has been 
arrested and badly seared by threat of 
prosecution 
and 
Imprisonment, 
but 
whose |»lea of kleptomania has been 
accepted for the reason that it has 
been her first offense. 
“In watching suspicious persons and 
detecting thieves, stvret 
signals 
and 
words are employed that to the unsus­ 
picious person, or even to the shop­ 
lifters. h a v e no particular meaning, but 
which are well understood between the 
store detectives, floorwalkers and sales­ 
men and saleswomen. 
Primarily, per­ 
sons against whom there seems to he 
reason for suspicion are quickly ‘sized 
up’ by the store employe with whom 
they come In contact. 
“Of course, many shoplifters study 
to disarm suspicion both by their gen­ 
eral appearance and manner of 
ad­ 
dress. 
They exhibit no nervousness, 
keep a keen wateh of all that is go­ 
ing 011 near them, and, possessing plen­ 
ty of nerve and self-confidence, per­ 
form the theft at the most opportune 
moment, taking care to make no false 
move. 
Many shoppers carry suit cases, as 
do hundreds of honest shoppers, and 
on taking their place at a counter leave 
the suit case partly open at their feet, 
so that articles may be quietly dropped 
therein when the salesperson is not 
looking. 
A small purchase being made. 
It is openly placed In the suit case and 
the shoplifter moves away. Other shop­ 
lifters carry a folded newspaper In one 
hand, and while the saleswoman’s at­ 
tention is diverted, slip some article 
between its folds. 
“When suspicion is directed against

a shopper by a salesperson, the fact 
Is quietly conveyed to one of the de­ 
tectives, who approaches seemingly as 
if wishing to look at some object with 
the Intention of purchasing it. 
When 
*_ 
the detective makes some 
objection to it, v hereupon the sales­ 
person moves a few feet away, appar­ 
ently for the purpose of showing anoth­ 
er article of the kind wanted. 
This 
gives the opportunity to speak a few 
words of explanation. 
“Signals 
are sometimes given 
to 
salespersons by detectives when they 
have reason to be suspicious of a shop­ 
per who is being waited upon at the 
time. Again, words of seemingly 110 im­ 
portance are used by the salespersons 
to Inform a detective or floorwalker 
that n shopper has been detected In the 
act of stealing. 
“When possible the shoplifter Is led 
to the private office or a room where 
persons 
under 
suspicion 
are 
ques­ 
tioned and searched. 
Once inside, one 
of the male and one of the female d e ­ 
tectives are summoned, and the thief 
informed she must submit to be search­ 
ed by the female detective, the floor­ 
walker and the male detective waiting 
Just outside the door. 
If the shoplifter 
objects, which sho seldom docs, know­ 
ing that the game Is up, the police de­ 
partment is notified by telephone, and a 
city detective sent to the store, when 
the thief Is placed under arrest, taken 
out of the place as quietly as possible 
and removed to a police station, where 
she is searched by the police, matron, 
and a charge of theft made against 
her. The experienced shoplifter usually 
seeks to make as little disturbance as 
possible 
when 
caught, 
relying upon 
quieter methods of getting out of her 
dilemma.

Some interesting particulars of the 
toy industry of Germany have Ix'en 
published by the British consul at Ham­ 
burg. Toys constitute one of the most 
Important branches of German manu­ 
facture. In the year 1903 the total vol­ 
ume of toys exported from all parts of 
the German Empire was 31,717 tons, 
valued at $13,931,370. 
Though there Is 
hanhv any country in the world to 
which German toys are not exported, 
the most important customer of Ger­ 
many is Great Britain, which in the 
year under review received 12.21 ^ tons. 
The second most Important market for 
German toys Is this country’, the ex­ 
ports to which amounted in 1903 to 11, 
055 tons, valued at $4,093,135, 
The most important centers for the 
manufacture of toys in Germany are 
Nuremberg and Fuerth in Bavaria. S’ou 
noberg and seme oth t parts of Thur­ 
ingia and 
the Saxon “Erzegeblrg**.“ 
Nuremberg, above all, has long been 
known throughout the world for its 
trade and industry, and German toys, 
wherever made, still go in many coun­

a flourishing trade and Industry has 
likewise sprung up since about the end 
of the eighteenth century. Next to .Nu­ 
remberg and Fuerth th<* town and dis 
trict of Sonneherg has for many years 
enjoyed the best reputation for its toy 
Industry and trade, w h ile in the Saxon 
“Erzgebirge,” a district comparatively 
pijor in natural products, the manufac­ 
ture of toys has likewise for some time 
furnished a source of 
livelihood to 
thousands of Its inhabitants. 
The toys made at Nuremberg and 
Fuerth are chiefly of the metal variety, 
made either of tin, tinned sheet Iron 
or of tin and lead alloys. 
<)f the more 
than 2(>0 toy factories established In 
both of these towns, about 150 are de­ 
voted exclusively to metal toys, the 
only part of them worked by hand be­ 
ing the final painting, while all the rest 
Is manufactured by machinery. 
In this 
respect this toy industry of the two 
Bavarian towns occupies a rather dif­ 
ferent position from that of all the 
other parts of Germany, where It Is al­ 
most exclusively carried on by manual 
labor; that is to say, by workmen and 
women in their own homes. 
Tho suc­ 
cess of the Nuremberg and Fuerth met­ 
al toy manufactories Is mainly attribu­ 
table to the skillful manner In which 
the materials haw* l**en employed, and 
In which the machinery and tools used 
for the work have been adapted and 
gradually Improved by tin* toy manu­ 
facturers 
themselves 
thus 
enabling 
them to produce large quantities of 
articles within a comparatively short 
time, and to reduce trie exjxmses of pro 
duetlon, and In consequence also the 
lale prices of the articles manufactured 
by them.—Scientific American.
